CIVIC MATTERS. 



If the effects of the disgusting nixl un- 
rivalled proceedings of the Mayor and 
City Councillors 011 Thursday uiglit were 
felt only by the participants, we should 
experience a keen pleasure in recording 
the Corporation sayings and doings. 
But, unfortunately, tho disgrace falls 
upon tho entiro community. The city is 
held accountable tor tho nets and expres- 
sions of ita representatives; and Ratepay- 
ers who had as much to do with placing 
Mr. Drummond et. al. into officii as they 
had with puttiLg tho man into the mouu 
oro made to feel tho odium as keenly as 
if thoy had been individually guilty of 
disgraceful acts. People abroad will not 
know that most of tho holders of the Civic 
offices gained thoir scats by tho votes of 
Chinamen and "loose fish" generally. 
Alt thoy will understand is that these 
men represent tho City and they will 
judge (most unjustly, we must say) of 
the character of the community accord- 
ingly. Tho meeting of Thursday night 
was adjourned from the night before to 
enable the Water Commissioner to state 
why ho had neglected (as was alleged) to 
report to the Council the number of per- 
sons who would take water from the 
Drammond-Mook pipes at Jam« s Bay. 
Tho Commissioner was present and pro- 
duced a letter-press copy of hia report, 
handed in ten days before to the Cleric. 
Tho Clerk remembered haviug received 
the report, but informed the Conned that 
it had mysteriously disappeared from Ins 
offl -e! As a matter of course, the charge 
of in-ubordina ion against the Uommi- 
sionor fell to the ground; but as the wolf 
in the fable easily invented uu excuse f<n- 
tearing the lamb to pieces, so the Mayor 
and Council soon found a pretext for a 
fresh charge again-t tlto Commissioner. 
Ho wus accused uf instituting an action- 
at-law against the Council, when, in real- 
ity, ho had carried a case into Court 
against an employe of the Mayor for ille- 
gally tapping tno City mains and securing 
to His Worship a monopoly for supply- 
ing, without competition from other 
plumbers, one foutth of the City with 
Elk Lake water. The Mayor addressed 
the Commissioner as ''vassal," (oonld 
there be a greater insult offered to a gen- 
tleman than to style him a vas al of James 
S. Drummond?) Tlio Comm ssi uier 
was then subjected to 11 sever,: •' bullyrag 
ging" by Councillors Wil'iams and Cos- 
Dell in an unknown tongue, on Hgura- 
atively sat upon by Councillors Gowen 
and Allan, was treated t> a draught from 
the perennial spring of the law by the 
astute M .rvin. and was wigironslv ussuil- 
cd by the barbarous Vigeliua. Mr. Rob- 
inson bore up well undi-r the visitations, 
preserved his equanimity, and coolly an- 
nounced that the case against Monk had 
beea appealed to a higtier Court. Now, 
wnat was there iu this announcement to 
inflame the minds of the Mayor and Coun- 
cillors against the Commissioner 1 It' an 
illegality has been committed in award- 
ing a monopoly of water supply to Mr. 
Monk, ought not the Councillors to be 
glad of an opportunity to be set right? 
If any of their number bad voted for the 
Monk contract under a misapprehension, 
would there bo anything derogatory to 
their manhood in saying so and moving 
that tlie contract be rescinded V Instead 
of their abuse, the Water Commissioner 
should receive tho thanks of the Council 
f ir his course. Wo are sure that 
his independent and bold stand has won 
him the suppoi t and sympathy of all Rate- 
payers whoso good opinion is worth hav- 
ing. The mere mention of nu appeal was 
tho match that fired the train; and after a 
long and excited discussion in which the 
Mayor, as is his wont, monopolized two- 
thirds of the "talk," ami Councillor 
Trounce cautioned his brethren against 
interfering with the Commissioner, re- 
minding them that the only chareo pre- 
ferred aginst tho officer had been sa- 
tisfactorily disposed of, a resolution 
requesting the resignation of Mr. 
Robinson was passed by a \oto of (i to 1. 
Having quelchcd tho Commissioner, The 
Colonist came in next for a snare of the 
attacks of tho City Fathers. On Wednes- 
day, in referring to their illegality with 
respect to the water monopoly, ami a pro- 
position to compromise tho suit against 
Mr. Monk, we in effect said that ''men 
did not usually treat with plunderers 
whoso hands were filled with stolen goods." 
Upon this very trite remark the Mayor 
and Councillors sat in judgment. Figur- 
atively they toro the often. ling paper into 
a thousand pieces, demolished the types 
and steam presses and corralled tho editor 
in a 12-foot room and punched his bead. 
Having performed this 111 a figurative 
sense, they came down to the bedrock of 
reality and resolved to spend a few more 
dollars of the City revenue in asking tin- 
City Barrister for his opinion as to whe- 
ther the article be a libel or not. 

Well; like the Water Commi-sionor and 
Councillor Trounce we do nor, intend to 
be frightened by the Celestial luetics of 
onr Chinese elected Mayor and Councill- 
ors. They may heat tom-toms, ami ti e 
off blundei busses, and burn blue and rid 
firo by the bushel. We shall raUier en- 
joy the noise and exoitom nr. lhey may 
array themselves in a lion's skin, but like 
the fabulou-t creature of old iheif true 
character will ho disclosed when tin y at- 
tempt to roar. We be.ieve that in grant- 
ing the water monopoly at, .lam s Bay the 
Corporation have acted illegally an.l dis- 
honestly— that they hove a-sumod powers 
that do not beloiiK to them, and th it lhey 
(should bo held up to public Boom and 
judicial punishment To this end w are 
Jaboiing. We have used uo language 
that is libelous, bocauso wo have uttered 
only tho truth. We have said nothing in 
malice; have nothing to retract; and in- 
tend to ''bold the loit' fur the Ratepay- 
ers against any ond every attempt thai 
may be mado to dislodge us by tbreatsof 
legal proceeding-' or scrimmages in "12- 
foot rooms," or abuse from tho organ of 
tho Corporation. 

THE TAXADA^IONTWINDLE, 

Tho receipt by uh of tho prospectus 
of tho Taxuda Iron Company ban car- 
ried consternation into tho great and 
good DeCoismOH' bosom. Before the 
discovery of tho 'brochure' ho denied 
that ho had over been agent for the 
B alo of tho mine in England or olso- 
■whore. Confronted with tho proapec- 
tus that boava his m.mo as ngout nud 



author ho faltors out: "Mr. DeCosmos 
was agent in 1875, but is not now." 
Wo aro perfectly well aware that ho is 
not agent now. His services woro dis- 
pensed with mouths ago in conse- 
quent of utter incompetency and 
general worthlessness as agent. But 
wo did say, and stand prepared to 
provo, that ho was agont for the eaio 
of the mino in England, Canada, etc., 
for a commission of $50,000. After 
having confessed tho agency yesterday 
tho great and good retires from tho 
witness-box with this illnatured fling : 

"If it had not been for tho persecution 
of Messrs. Moody, Nelson it Hit hot, got' 
ten up through unworthy motives by 
Higgins and ltobson, thero might have 
been a blast-furnace in successful opera- 
tion horo to-day." 

To show how far the "unworthy 
persecution by Messrs. Higgins and 
Ilobsou" had to do with tho failuro of 
Mr. DeCosmos to bag his little com- 
mission, we turn to tho 'Standard' of 
the 30th October, in which Mr. De- 
Cosmos refers to tho prospects of iron 
making in tho Province iu the follow- 
ing terms : — 

"Tho only four things required to turn 
our iron ore into a merchantable commo- 
dity are enterprise, skill, capital and a mar- 
ket If we had a n eipioeity treaty with the 
United States iu iron we could compete 
successfully with iron of all kinds mado 
either in the United States or Europe. 

Unless 
some now and improved process be disco- 
vered iron-making is not likelv to pay 
here." 

Tho above was written, no doubt, to 
discourage Cupt. Stnrt's enterprise; but 
it shows a wonderful change ol opinion 
as to the merchantable value of onr iron 
deposits sineo the prospectus was written. 
In that work Mr. DeCosmos estimated the 
annual profit on iron-making at 'i'axidaas 
SI -185,00(1 ! ! ! Now, hesavs it won't pay. 
"It's cs easy as lying." quoth Ham let, when 
ho asked his investigator to play on the 
instrument Our contemporary appears 
to lind it easier to lie than to bell an iion 
mine.

The New Steamer Alexander. 

Meyers. McAllister Brothers' new steam- 
er Alexander, which arrived hero a few 
davs since from Port Essington, is now 
lying at Dickson, Campbell & C'o's wharf 
where slie awaits t no arrival of her 
machinery on board the bark Mountain 
Laurel now ou the way from England to 
this port. The machinery was built by 
the celebrated firm, Fuweett, Preston & 
Co. of Liverpool, anil consists of two dia- 
gonal high-pressure engines of the most 
modern plans, capable of being worked 
either jointly or separately. They are of 
650 indicative hcrse power, but can be 
worked as high as 10U0, and whilst pos- 
sessing all the advantages claimed for the 
compound engine, combine with them 
many other qualities of recent iuvention. 
Tuo stoiaier will carry two tubular boil- 
ers 12%ft, in diameter by 10ft. l%in. in 
length, Laving a heating capacity of near- 
ly 400U cnbic feet and. like the ongines, 
are capable of being worked independently 
or together. An advantage in this wor- 
thy of mention is that either one of the 
boilers will bo ublo to drive the steamer at 
3 i -speed, ho that in case of any accident 
liappeniug to one of the boilers the other 
can be safely relied on. Tho 
same advantage is comprised in the en- 
gines, either one being sufficiently pow- 
erful to run tho boat at a satisfactory 
speed. At full speed, however, the Al- 
exander will attain a velocity of nearly 15 
knots an hour, consuming at that rate 
about a ton of coal per hour. Her bun- 
kers will carry 133 tons of fuel and with 
that weight in addition to l'Jo tons, the 
weight of engines, boilers and water 
therein, her mean draught will be 'J feet. 
Her hold will have capacity for somo 250 
tons of freight; her register is 350 tons, 
but hor actual capacity is considerably 
more. She is 180 feet long over all, witli 
1G2 feet keel and 27 ft. 3 in. beam. Her 
keel was laid on tho 1st of May last and 
she was successfully launched on the 4th 
inst. ; will bo brigaotine rigged, carrying 
a sufficiency of sail for any case of emer- 
gency. Her rigging is all of tho most 
modern description with yards lowering 
to the dock. Sho is constructed through- 
out of yellow cedar with natural crook:;, 
and ou March 1st next, whon slio is ex- 
pected to be ready for sea, will be the 
staunciiest, finest and most powerful tow- 
boat afloat on the Pacific.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New Orleans, Nov. 1G. — All is quiet 
hero ou tho surface; but tho citizens aro 
apprehensive of danger from negroes, who 
are intensely excited over tho result of 
the County and State elections. Rumors 
of all kinds fill the air and it requires but 
a spark to start a conflagration. 

The Herald's New Orleans special says 
Stato Senators Kelly, Sherman and 
Messrs. Stoughton, Halo and Kasson ar- 
rived last night. It has now been finally 
decided by the Democratic visitors to en- 
trust their ease to Trumbull, Palmer and 
Home, who will remain here to watch the 
conduct of tho court. The policy to be 
followed subsequently will be a matter of 
further consideration which tho electoral 
eorumitteo will probably dictate. That 
Louisiana will be counted for Hays by 
the board is now the universally accepted 
belief. 

New York, Nov. 10.— Tho Tunes New 
Orleans special says everything in tho 
city is quiet. Nothing in the way of in- 
coming returns to chango tho estimates 
made which show many Republican ma- 
jorities in tho State. 

Chicago, Nov. 1G.— The Times' New 
Orleans special says tho excitement is 
entiroly dead down there, but represents 
tho conduct of the troops as irritating to 
tho population. It says tho situation is 
very grave. A majority of the politicians 
hero will willingly let tho National ticket 
go if thereby they can save their State 
ticket. Tho tone of this returning board 
to-day leaves no hope that there will be 
oven a shadow of justice to the Democra- 
cy. The counting in of Packard will bo 
tho real grievance. Tho radicals have got 
tho fort and they propose to hold it. Pri- 
vate advices show the Democrats have 
givon up all hopss of carrying Louisiana 
for Tihlen. 

Charleston, Nov. 1G.— Full official re- 
turns show that in 21 of tho 22 counties 
in this State tho majority for Hayes is 
lO.'iO more than tho majority for Chamber- 
lain. 

Chicago, Nov. 1G.— To-day's news justi- 
fies the Republicans in taking South Car- 
olina from tho list of doubtful States and 
giving its electoral vote to Hayes, upon 
the admission of Democrats themselves. 
Yesterday's South Carolina papers show 
that the Democrats there reached that 
conclusion night before last. Nothing 
definite is expected here before Saturday. 

Charleston, Nov. 1G. — Chamberlain's 
majority in 21 counties is 9356;Hayes' ma- 
jority is 1U.495. 

EUROPE. 

London, Nov. 16.— The Times' corres- 
pondent at Vienna thinks a meeting of 
tho conference is tolerably well assured, 
as the Porto although putting forward 
objections has intimated that it would 
leave tho decision to the British Govern 
ment. From indications of tho Russian 
demands which Gen. Ignatief has given, 
it appears Russia will require appoint- 
ment of governors for fixed periods, em- 
ployment of Christians whenever practi 
cable and reform of taxation; also, that 
ri forms should not be limited to the pro- 
vince called Bulgaria, but extended to all 
districts inhabited by Bulgarians. If 
these, as it appears possible, aro Russia's 
demands, ami if Russia shows moderation 
in regard to guarantees there won't be 
much need for the Czar to lead our inde- 
pendent course. 

Tho Daily Telegraph' '» special from Pora 
states that Dord Derby has replied to tin; 
Turkish objections to tho conference in a 
conciliatory but firm tone. Ho forcibly 
points to the necessity for a conference in 
tho interost of Turkey herself, clearly ex- 
plains this proposal of administrative au- 
tonomy as a systom of local institutions 
which should givo tho population somo 
control over their own affairs, and says 
thero is no question of establishing tribu- 
tary states. Tho Turks who lately adopt- 
ed a very warlike tone hnvo been some- 
what subdued by the Moscow speech. 

A Berlin correspondent of tho Times re- 
ports that in obedience to Russian de- 
mands Persia 1ms placed somo troops ou 
her Turkish frontiers. 



Tho London Times considers England's 
only course is to proooeil with tho con- 
ference aud not consider anything as 
chunged by tho recont manifestations in 
Russia. In this coui'ho sho can only rely 
on the good wishes of all tho powers, not 
one of which will rofuso to aid in tho 
work of securing tho paaco of Europo. 
Tho Timta thinks, howover, that possibly 
tho obstinacy of tho Porto is tho real dan- 
ger. 

Vienna, Nov. 15.— Tho Political Corres 
pondence publishes a letter from its St. 
Petersburg correspondent which says tho 
reforms whioll Russia intouds todenmnd 
of the Porto are as follows: First, disar- 
mament of tho entire provinces of Bosnia, 
Herzegovina and Bulgaria without dis- 
tinction or croed. Second, abolition of 
irregular troops. Third, transfer to Asia 
of Circassians, settled in Europo. Fourth, 
tho language of the country to bo intro- 
duced in public offices and tribunes. 
Fifth, native Christians to bo appointed 
governors by tho Porto in each provinco 
and the appointment of a pormamont mis- 
sion of supervisors, composod of consuls 
of tho Great Powers. 

Paris, Nov. 15. — It is roportod Austria 
contemplates a partial mobilization of hor 
army. There is reason to boiiovo Russia 
will call in next year's contingent of re- 
cruits numbering 200,000 immediately in- 
stead of waiting till April, tho usual time. 
The announcement is made that live mili- 
tary trains of 10,000 men loavo St. Peters- 
burk for Kischenoff to-day, 

The Globe states that all railway com- 
panies in RuCoH aro ordered to place 
their hues at the absolute disposal of the 
Government. 

The English Precj on Lord Dufferin's 
Speech. 

[London Standard, Oct. 17.) 

The Earl of Duffer in is a very able 
man and an eloquent speaker, who, in 
his important ollico of Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, has more than once 
done good service to the Empire. If 
his recent visit to the Province of 
British Columbia has been less suc- 
cessful that somo of his former expe- 
ditions to distant parts of tho Domin- 
ion, it must ho admitted that tho task 
which Lord Dufferin has undertaken 
was one of peculiar difficulty. He had 
to appear before tho people of British 
Columbia as tho representative not 
only of the Imperial but of tho Dom- 
inion Government and in attempting 
to sustain tho double character of an 
independent constitutional svsteni, 
functions never easily reconciled, but 
rarely so irreconcileable as at tho 
moment of his visit, it is no wondor 
that even so adroit and experienced a 
diplomatist should have failed. In 
spite of tho flatteries so judiciously 
administered to tho self-love of tho 
Province — a form of attention to which 
young communities aro particularly 
susceptible — the Governor-General 
does not appear to have accomplished 
that which we may presume to have 
been the object of his mission — name- 
ly, to obtain the consent of tho British 
Colu nbians to the latest of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's many proposals to evade tho 
Canadian bargain with British Colum- 
bia. In vain did Lord Dull'eiiu tax all 
his powers of pleasing. In vain did ho 
compliment the Colony on its great 
resources and its amazing loyalty, up- 
on the idyllic beauty of its scenery 



peuco in tho pound to a judgment 
creditor. Lord D u fieri u performed 
his task with great intrepidity. With- 
out denying that British Columbia has 
suffered in many ways from tho broach 
of tho treaty of confederation with 
Canada, that hor entrance into tho 
Dominion was made conditional on 
certain things being done which have 
not boon done, or even begun to be 
dono, Lord Dufferin essayed to defend 
tho Dominion Government, and es- 
pecially Mr. Mackenzie, its Prime 
Minister, against the chargo of having 
wilfully broken this bargain. The 
argument is ono with which we have 
boon familiar from the mo Jths of the 
accredited organs of tho Canadian 
"Grit" party. In tho first place Lord 
Dufi'erin contends that tho bargain was 
entered into without due consideration, 
at a time when Canada was more pros- 
perous and enterprising than sho is 
now. 

In 1871 hor finances were flourishing, 
and her imagination ilushod by the 
development of hor great domain in the 
North- West. Stimulated by tho suc- 
cess of tho lino from Now York to San 
Francisco, and believing that there 
woro no moro obstacles to a trans- 
continental railway on BritiHh than 
had boon encountered on American soil 
Canada undertook to commence tho 
Pacific lino within two yonrs of the 
dato of the union with British Colum- 
bia, aud compieto it in ten. Lord Duf- 
ferin repeats Mr. Mackenzie's words, 
uttered shortly after that gentleman's 
accession to ollico upon tho downfall 
of the Macdonald Administration, to 
tho effect that in doing this she 
"pledged herself to what was a phy- 
sical impossibility." Being impossible, 
the performance, Lord Dufi'erin argues 
ought not to be exacted from Canada. 
He ingeniously endeavors to throw 
part of tho blamo of tho default upon 
British Columbia herself, by pleading 
that tho mountains which impeded the 
enterprise woro "their mountains, and 
in their own territory." For this rea- 
son LordDufferin holds that the British 
Columbians are not without responsi- 
bility for tho failure of the pledgo 
made to them. However, wo may pass 
over this stago of tho transaction. 
Influenced, doubtless, by tho concious 
noss of the misbehavour of her moun- 
tains, British Columbia consented to 
forego the literal fulfilment of the 
original bargain. Then followed "a 
painful peiiod" of delay and "fric- 
tion," which Lord Dufferin passes over 
lightly, till he conies to what ho calls 
"the new era," when, under the 
auspices of Lord Carnarvon, a com- 
promise was arrived at between the 
Province and Dominion. Tho Bub- 
stanco of tho terms embodied in this 
compromise Lord Dufferin claims to be 
Mr. Mackenzie's owu ; it was ho who 
sujzgesto 1 tho Nanaimo and Esquimalt 
railway, the telegraph line, the waggon 
road, and tho annual expenditure. 
Lord Carnarvon was only the arbi- 
trator botweeu tho two contending 
parties, and was not the inventor of 
tho scheme which goes by his name. 
This, which Lord Dofferin seems to 
put forward as an additional argument 



upon 



its' admirable waterways and iu support of Mr. Mackenzie's good 



harbours, upon its stalwart men and 
comely maidens, upon its wealth of 
gold aud silver, and its timber so suit- 
able for the largest sized spars. In 
vain did he wind up his glowed pic- 
ture of the treasures of British Col- 
umbia by declaring it *a glorious 
Province which Canada should bo 
proud to possess, and whose associa- 
tion with the Dominion sho ought to 
regard as the crowning triumph of 
Federation.' Up to this point Lord 
Dufferin's bearers were probably per- 
fectly well able to agree with him. 
They have never doubted that thoy 
are something which Cauada should 
be proud to possess. Thoy have boon 
accustomed to regard their union with 
the Dominion as tho crown of tho 
Federal edifice. If they have complain- 
ed of anything it is that Canada is not 
so proud asjshe should bo of this pos- 
session — that sho has not exhibited 
that sense of tho stability of tho Fed- 
eral fabric which might have been 
desirable in the interests of its crown. 
Although ho took special pains to dis- 
avow being the bearer of any message, 
either from the Imperial or tho Dom- 
inion Govt rnmeut, Lord Dufferin did, 
in fact, devote the principal portion 
of Ins speech to an elaborate exculpa 
tion of tho Mackenzie Government 
from tho charge of having failed in its 
duty to British Columbia, That was a 
sufficiently delicate mission for a Gov- 
ernor- General of Canada to be engaged 
in, for it was impossible that ho could 
refer to tho subject without investing 
himself with more or less of a diplom- 
atic character. Such a character Lord 
Duffei in assumed before the citizens 
of Victoria, nor does ho or they seem 
to have been aware that such an as- 
sumption was at all alien to hi3 office 
or derogatory fiom his position. Do- 
claring that ho had come charged with 
a mission to testify by his presence 
that 'the eutire pooplo of Canada, 
without distinction of party, aro most 
sincerely desirous of cultivating with 
the people of British Columbia thoso 
friend, y and affectionate relations upon 
tho existence of which must depend 
the future harmony and sol dity of our 
common Dominion.' Lord Dufferin 
went into a iiiiiiuto history of tho 
transactions connected with tho Paci- 
fic railway to prove that tho present 
Canadian Government has behaved 
with strict fidelity to its engagements. 
That was a bold thesis for tho repre- 
sentative of the Imperial Government 
to maintain before the assembled citi- 
zons of British Columbia seeing that 
the matter which Lord Du florin had to 
prees upon their favourable notico wns 
the compromise of a compromise— the 
offer, in fact, of an insolvent Govern- 
, ment to pay something liko eighteen-

faith, probably appeared to the citi 
zens of Victoria a somewhat eccentric 
mode of removing their discontent 
with tho Dominion Government. 
Had there been any pretext for saying 
that Lord Carnarvon was tho proposer 
of tho terms of the compromise there 
might havo been some excuse for Mr. 
Mackenzie; but when it is Mr. Mackenzie's 
own scheme the fulfilment of which his 
Government has evaded, what wonder 
that there should be that irritation and 
those embittered feelings on which Lord 
Dufferin had to comment. 

Tho caso cannot be put more forcibly 
than by Lord Dufferin himself against 
tho Dominion Government. "Two years 
have passed since the Canadian Govern- 
ment undertook to commence tho con- 
struction of the Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
railway, and tho Nauaimo and Esquimalt 
railway is not even commenced, and, what 
is more, there is not tho remotest pros- 
pect of its being commenced." Thus for 
tho second time has Canada broken faith 
with her neighbor. The only consolation 
which Lord Dufferin has to offer us is 
that Mr. Mackenzie has not been guilty of 
any base or deceitful conduct ami that 
the Western mountains were "as full of 
theodolites and surveyors as thoy could 
hold." Wo fear this will convey but 
scant satisfaction to tho British Colum- 
bians, who are not so much concerned to 
know whether Mr. Mackenzie violated 
his bargain iu good faith or bad faith as 
interested in learning that tho bargain 
is violated, and according to Lord 
Dufferin's own confession will never 
be carried out. Here it. is not 
so much that the thing is physically im- 
possible as that Canada does not hold it 
to bo desirable. Mr. Mackenzie is full of 
the very best intentions, but though he is 
at tho head of the most powerful party iu 
tho Dominion, and presumedly has the 
confidence of both Houses of Parliament, 
ho cannot unfortunately get the Upper 
House to puss his British Columbian 
scheme. In this predicament he has been 
compelled once mere to offer composition 
to tho creditors of the Dominion, pro- 
posing to pay down a sum of 3750,000 in 
lieu of the Nanaimo and Esqnimad Rail- 
way. Lord Dufferin considers this to bo 
"tho most natural solution of tho pro- 
blem," and tho best compensation to tlio 
British Columbians for the '•misadven- 
ture" which has lod to tho second break 
down in the contract. This is a matter 
which chiefly concerns the pooplo of 
British Columbia. If they ate willing 
onco moro to condone tho violation of a 
bargain made under tho sanction of tho 
Imperial Governmont, and iu considera- 
tion of the new torms offered, no ono will 
havo a right to quarrol with them. But 
we cannot take leave of the suhjoct with- 
out saying that Lord Dufferin tins scarcely 
done justice either to himself or to his 
office by appearing before tho pooplo of 
British Columbia as a broker on behalf 
of tho Mackenzie Administration."
